Relations of Prance, Germany and Russia
in War Matters.

SYMPATHIES VERSUS SABRES,

Beeming Shelving of the Franco-
German Conflict—=Russin May be
Entrapped — A Prohibitory
Ukase—Army Strength.

Panris, March 11.--[Correspondence of
the Bie.]—The German elections having
yprocured the majority necessary to secure
the passage of the bill which, according
to Prince Bismarck, is indispensable to
the preservation of universal peace, it
ought to be a logical conclusion that
pesece 15 a certainty.  Andso it would be,
providing always that the world were
quite sure thatthe chancellor meant what
he said, and that a néed for war, some-
where, be not a part of his combinations,
But here is the unknown factor wof
the equavion, and save and except the
ehancellor himself, no one can possibly

" know anything of either his intentions or

poliey.

Doubtless we shall read innumerable
recitals of conversations between news:
paper correspondents and distinguished
personnges, 1n the course of which the
latter have unbosomed thelr Inmost
thoughts, eoupling their confessions witn
earnecst requests, as special favors to the
interviewed onoes, to omit no detail, to
tell everything,to ask for further explana-
tions, where nught seemed ambiguous, so
that the public mught learn the true situa-
tion. But neither the ezar, nor M. de
Giers, nor the emperor of Austrin, nor
any other potentate or prime minister
will consent to be interviewed at all, while
Prince Bismarck has,so often and 1n such
uncomplimentary terms, anired his views
concerning the

“REPTILES OF THE PRESS,"
that it requires & more than an ordinary
dose of impudence on the part of any
“specinl” or “our own' to affront the
presence of the German premier, and a
more than extraordinary dose of credul-
jty on the part of the readers of the nar-
tation of that interview to believe one
word of it. No, it is not from the tales of
the travelers that the public will ever
obtain information as to the bearing of
current events; language was given to
man that he mjght conceal his thoughts,
and European statesmen and European
politicians only tell to their interluctors
what they waut the world to know, with-
out caring whether the world wants to
kunow it. KEvenls and incidents are o
safor guide to opinion than the stories,
generally the offspring of feryid imagina-
tion, palmed off on the public, and 1if the
public would simply look at what is going
on all over the continent, it might arrive
at tho conclusion that if the anger of
war be not so imminent ns it appeared
prior to February 21, that danger exists

none the less and may be qualified as in-
evitable, %
TRUE, THE TENSION
between krance and Germany is not
uite so great and for this the world may
thauk the Tsar, whose attitude of sprict
reserve and refusalto commit himself to
any German combination for the final
destruction of the French nation, have
given cause for serious reflection to the
man of blood and 1ron who had counted
upon Ifussian abstention from the Franco
German contlict to carry out his purpose.
I know that to‘fo buck a whole month,is
asking o great deal in this agze of clee-
trlci:f. where the events of a month ago
are almost pre-historie, and yet I venture
to remind your readers how, wipen it was
ﬁenerally put about and geneérally be-
eved that Russin and Germany had ex-
obanged an occasional carte blanche for

There was no particular merit in this
rediction, if you can ecall it so, nor had
been informed to thnt effect by any dis-
untﬁulslmd personage, not being even on
ordinary spoaking terms with either the
German or Russian empesors, or M. de
Giors, and never having seen but once
either Prince Bismarck or Count Von
Moltke, It was mmply a deduction of
common sense that, as Russia and Ger-

many must comeé to blows some day,
R would not willingly help her fut-
ure enemy to any nocession of strength.

And event has justified my ogln on;
Russin will not ﬁiva the oarte blanche
hoped for, and will preserve the liberty

for Austrin, and 2,500,000 for Italy; the
number of horses needed for the service
of these mymads exceeds 1,320,000, and
the question becomes pertinent: Where
are those horses to be obtained?
